The boat was about 3800 feet from the III - 
nois shore and was just terning to make the 
landing. As the body fellinto the water the 
boat swung around and passed directly over 
it. The report of the shot had atiratted Mr. 
Johnson, the passengers and all the em- 
ployes, who peered anxieusly into the river 
to catch a glimpse of the corpse. 
Bat it never rose. Not even the 
bat or any of the man’s épparel came to the 
surface. Near where he stood was found the 
receipt from the Meacham Arms Co., re- 
ferred to, but even this may have been 
dropped by some hunters who passed over 
on a previous trip.

PROTECTION FOL-DE-ROL. 
Vice-President Morton pleads the ex- 
ceptions under the alien contract labor law 
as a defense of his action in making a con- 
tract in England for the services of his un- 
der coachman, John James Howard, and 
defraying the expenses of his trip to this 

country. He saya, 1 regarded him as a 
household servant and one falling within 
the exception of the law. 

This night be regarded as a fair defense 
of his action did not the testimony of How- 
ard, who is now under arrest, suggest that 
itis not wholly sincere. Howard states 
that after making the contract for his 
services in this cOuntry, providing him 
with liveries and advancing money for his 
transportation, Mr, Morton told him he 
might assume that he had been in his serv- 
ice twelve months and cautioned him 
against answering any questions concern- 
ing himself on his voyage over. This pre- 
caution indicates that Mr. Morton was not 
as certain that his action was not a viola- 
tion of the law as he now claims to have 
been. The implication of deception is 
damaging. | 
The incident places the Republican 
candidate for Governor of New York in an 
unpleasant predicament.

POLLUTED RIVERS. 
Last year’s epidemic of typhoid fever in 
St. Louis, and the apprehensionsin regard 
to the transfer of Chicago’s vast filth to 
the Mississippi and other streams, make 
especially interesting a paper read by John 
W. Hill before the American Society of 
Civil Engineers at their latest annual con- 
vention. 
Typhoid fever, he says, would be un- 
known if the plainest and simplest rules 
of hygiene with reference to drinking 
water were universally followed. If care- 
ful bacteriological teste of the Mississippi 
water had been made at the time of the 
epidemic here the bacillus of Eberth or 
Dr. Vaughn would have been found in 
greater numbers than usual, or the toxic 
properties developed by the germ when 
taken into the system would have been 
found more virulent than at other times. 
Of six cities in this country. and five in 
England, Cincinnati stands at the head in 
mortality from typhoid fever, having a 
death rate four and a half times as great as 
that of London, higher than that of Phila- 
delphia and twice as great as Boston’s. 
The Ohio, before reaching Cincinnati, re- 
celves the sewage and surface drainage of 
upwards of100 cities and towns. Cincinnati 
herself pours into that stream 36,000,000 
gallons of sewage daily, in turn poisoning 
the water consumed by other commu- 
nities. In Louisville there were 142 deaths 
from ty phoid fever in 1890 and last year 
there were 135. 
There is no domestic filter which is ab- 
solutely proof against the dangers of pol- 
luted water, and Mr. Hill arrives at the 
conclusion that if the consumer is to have 
a safe drinking water it must come to him 
in this condition through the public water 
mains. The matter of purity must be 
looked after by the municipal corporation 
or the water company. | 


THE BREW CUBRERCY PLAN. 

The so-called Baltimore plan of dealing 
with the currency, which was brought for- 
ward at the Bankers’ Convention, pro- 
poses to substitute the issue of bauk notes 
on paid-up capital in place of bonds de- 
posited with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Under the law suggested banks will 
be able to issue notes to the extent of 50 
per cent of their paid-up capital, subject 
to a tax for security. The issue of 25 per 
dent more in emergencies is provided for 
with a heavier security tax. In case of 
suspension the Government will haves 
first lien on all the assets of the bank to 
protect the notes. 

The merit which the advocates of this 
plan claim for it is that it would enable the 
banks to inflate the currency to meet the 
needs of business. Whenever crops must 
bejmoved or business demands an increase 
of currency the banks womld have an ad- 
vamtageous method of satisfying the de- 
mand with secured notes, which may be 
destroyed when the demand ceases. 

But the power to inflate the currency 
carries with it the power to contract it at 
will. It is necessary to guarantee the per- 
fectly honest tise of this power in order to 
assure ite beneficial character. In. the 
main the bankers are honest men, but all 
bankers are not honest, and all men are 
more or less influenced by considerations 
of interest. Under the proposed law it 

be possible for a combination of 
bankers to use the powerjintrusted to them 
for their profit and to the great disad- 
vantage of other interests. 

It is never safe to intrust a government 
function to any set of men, however honest 
they may be. it is especially unsafe to 
intrustghe control of the currency volume 
to men who wield the money power and
